Sub-species A (a dichroic coating provided on the optical element); and 

Sub-species B (a second diffractlve region on the optical element). 

Furthermore, for sub-species B, the Examiner required election under 35 U.S.C. 
§121 of one of the following allegedly patentably distinct additional subspecies: 

Sub-species B-i (diffraction efficiences n1A:n1D5«^n2A:n2D); and 

Sub-species B-il (diffraction efficiences n1A:n1D=n2A:n2D). 

Without necessarily agreeing with any characterizations or assertions concerning 
the claims set forth in the Election of Species Requirement, Applicants provisionally 
elect to prosecute Species V (Fig. 6), sub-species B (a second diffractive region on the 
optical element), and sub-sub-species B-I (diffraction efficiences n1A:n1D?^n2A:n2D). 
At least claims 1-6. 10-12, 14, 17, 19-24. 25-28, 32-34, 36, 46. 50. 54, 56-62, and 65-71 
read on Species V (Fig. 6), sub-species B (a second diffractive region on the optical 
element), and sub-sub-species B-i (diffraction efficiences n1A:n1D^n2A:n2D).
